The applicant argues that Tsui does not teach a bottonnwall/sidewall junction capacitance reduction region extends at least partially 
through the bottonnwall junction. 

The argument has been fully considered but it is not persuasive because b ooouoe -Tsui clearly disclose a bottonnwall/sidewall junction 
capacitance reduction region extends at least partially through the bottonnwall junction (cover fig., coluimn 5, lines 53-60 and abstract). 

The applicant argues that Tsui does not disclose a dopant concentration of the bottonfiwall/sidewall junction capacitance reduction region 
peaks substantially at the bottomwall junction, as recited in claims 15 and 20.
